In the event of ambiguity; • 
or conflict between the two versions, the English language 
version will prevail. 
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SECTION 3 . Except as specifically amended or modified 
herein, the Grant Agreement shall 'remain in full force and effect 
in accordance with all of its terms. 

SECTION 4. Effectiveness . This Amendment shall enter into 
force when signed by both parties hereto. 

. SECTION 5. Ratification . The Grantee will take all • 
necessary action to complete all legal procedures necessary to 
ratification of this Amendment and will notify US AID as promptly 
as possible of the fact of such ratification.
